Mary Selectmen Arrive. 

Between 1,200 and 1,500 selectmen 
arrived at Camp Gordon Sunday and 
early Monday morning. The biggest 
detachment came Sunday from Ten- 
nessee, and 12 passenger coaches were 
transport the draftsmen 
from that state. On the way to the 
cantonment the trains stopped at 
points in Bartow and Gordon countles, 
Georgia, and picked up the prospective 
soldiers from those districts. The train 
was the largest that has so far arrived 
‘at the camp, and when it pulled into 
the siding opposite Camp Gordon and 
there begun the unloading of its pas- 
sengers, hundreds of soldiers grouped 
around the tracks and cheered the new 
arrivals. 

The largest percentage of the ar- 
rivals were big, husky, young fellows 
from back in the Tennessee moun- 
tains. Few of them brought baggage, 
and those who did contented them- 
selves with a small suit case or a 
pasteboard box, into which was pack- 
ed all of the belongings they figure

whipped out his pistol and shot Long, 
wounding him desperately. 

When the news of the shooting was 
reported to Sheriff Sam Cowan this 
morning he started for Millstead to ar- 
rest Crowell, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Christian. The officers found 
the man they were seeKing barricaded 
in his house heavily armed. He re- 
fused to give himself up when sum- 
moned to do so and dared the officers 
to come and take him. 

As Deputy Sheriff 
vanced on the house, Crowell opened 
fire, shooting several times. Christian 
was struck by one of the bullets and 
Killed instantly. Both of the officers 
replieu to Crowell’s challenge, before 
Christian was killed, and there were 
a number of shots fired. Sheriff Cowan 
'fired three times after his deputy was 
hit, finally wounding Crowell so seri- 
ously as to put him out of action. He 
was too badly wounded to be moved 
to the jail, and is held under guard 
tonight. 

There is little hope for the recovery 
of either Long or Crowell,

wife and five small children. He was 
a fearless officer of the law, and his 
tragic death has thrown a pall over 
the whole community.

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 23.— 

In a serious riot, which occurred here 
, this afternoon during a parade of the 
i; striking employees of the Chattanooga 
‘ Railway and Light company and the 
union organizations of the city, Will 
Massengale, aged 35, driver for a brew- 
ery, was killed by a shot fired by a 
; man in a rellef car, which had been 
; Sent from the car barns to the assist- 
ance of other beleaguered cars. 

Several other persons were injured 
during the riot, among the most serious 
being Tommy Stone, A. P. Burkhardt, 
'and a man named Sullivan, all strike- 
breakers on. the cars attacked. 

The paraders jeered the crews on the 
cars as they passed along Market street 
‘and the trouble broke when one of the 
cars was shunted into an automobile 
which was attempting to cross the 
street. The crowd was immediately 
transferred into a dangerous mob, 
which stormed the cars and attacked 
the crews with rocks and other mis- 
sles. Two cars were badly damaged. 
A rescue car loaded with men armed 
with shotguns was rushed to the scene 
of the trouble and police and United 
States soldiers stationed at the armory 
were hurried up. 

Fired Into the Crowd. 

While police and soldiers were at- 
tempting to quell the mob, which was 
, attacking the cars, a man shoved 
| ae shotgun through a window of 
been: car and fired point-blank into 
the crowd, Massengale, who was an 
Innocent bystander, receiving a charge 
in the back, Several other shots were 
fired, but this seemed to only stir the 
mob to greater efforts and it required 
the combined efforts of soldiers and 
policemen for two hours to bring or- 
der out of chaos.

ARENTINA DELAYS 
DECLARATION OF WAR 


And Chamber of Deputies 
May Accept the Digavowal 
{ Made by German Govern- 
ment—Two Argentine 
Deputies Fight Duel Over 
German Situation. 


Argentina, September 
29% Just as the Argentine chamber 
of deputies early this morning was 
preparing to vote on the question of 
breaking diplomatic relations with 
Germany an official communication 
was received from the Berlin foreign 
office. The note disapproved of the 
ideas expressed by Count von Lux- 
burg, the German minister here, re- 
garding Germany’s “cruiser warfare.” 

The word “cruiser” left some doubt 
in the minds of government officials 
as to whether Germany intended to 
modify her submarine campaign. A 
declaration of war by Argentina on 
Germany, however, was postponed by 
the receipt of the German note. 

Two Notes From Berlin. 

Foreign Minister Pueyrredon later 
gave out two notes that he had received 
from Dr. Luis B: Molina, the Argen- 
tina Minister at Berlin. The first reads: 

“I confirm my telegram of Septem- 
ber 21 and am transmitting the exact 
text of the note of German govern- 
ment in reply to your communication. 
As you will see the satisfaction cannot 
be more ample or definite. 

‘This note was delivered personaily to 
me by the imperial chancellor, _who 
has just returned from Munich and 
who repeated the sentiments of the 
note in a most expressive and definite 
manner. There is no doubt therefore 
the German empire condemns the con- 
duct of Luxburg whose opinions were 
purely personal, and it disapproves ab- 
solutely. You may be sure the Ger- 
man government will faithfully Keep 
its promises.” 

The second message received from 
the Argentine minister says: 

“T have to inform you of the un- 
truth of the

ARGENTINA UPHELD 
BY CHILEAN PRESS. 


Santiago, Chile, September 23.—Com- 
menting on the status of diplomatic 
relations between Argentina and Ger- 
many over the Luxburg affair, El Mer- 
curio says that the earnestness of the 
Argentine government in maintaining 
its neutrality justifies the indignation 
of the Argentine people against Ger- 
many. The question raised by the Ar- 
gentine issue, it adds, is hovering over 
the whole of South America. 

Argentine’s attitude, La Nacion 
thinks, is prompted by her desire to 
base the question on the only ground 
compatible with the sovereignty and 
honor of independent states. 

“However great the disparity of 
forces,” it adds, “our foreign chancel- 
lory should make still greater efforts 
to strengthen the real conception of a 
South American political union and to 
maintain intact in its general lines the 
entente between the three most power- 
ful republics on the continent.”

The result has been 
that a large part of each season’s yield has 
been wasted; the product got the name of 
being a poor keeper and a hazardous ¢rop, 
and therefore has been neglected. 

Now that, for the first time in history, 
the United’ States government has recog- 
nized the superiority of the sweet potato 
as a food and has undertaken to provide, free 
of costs, full and detailed instruction in its 
preservation, the people of the sweet po 
tato belt certainly should let slip no oppor 
tunity to co-operate and assist. 

In fact, herein lies a very fruitful oppor- 
tunity for country-service that is not with- 
out its patriotism features. 


MORE BREAD AND LESS BOOZE. 


Baron Rhondda, the British food control- 
ler, has announced the inauguration of “a 
new food economy ‘campaign’ in Great 
Britain; and he says that if voluntary meas- 
ures fail “I shall have no compunction in 
putting the nation on compulsory rations.” 

Our own food administrator, Mr. Hoover, 
a few days ago gave it as his opinion that 
“starvation is what will win the war,” or 
words to that effect, meaning that the side 
which can the longer stave off starvation 
will be the victorious side. What he said 
carries the implication of what every reason- 
ing and thoughtful person knows to be a 
fact: That the war cannot possibly go on 
indefinitely, attended as it is by tremen- 
dous destruction of foodstuffs, and with the 
best of the world’s blood in military service 
and out of the fields of production. If 
nothing brings the war to a close in the 
meantime, starvation eventually is bound 
to do it. 

The. British controller expresses himself 
as highly gratified by the food conservation 
measures promulgated by the United States. 
One of the first of which measures, in point 
of importance—and certainly the most rad- 
ical—is.the new law forbidding the use of 
foodstuffs for the manufacture of spirituous 
liquors during the period of the war. This 
will liberate in this country (according to 
federal statistics covering distilled spirits’ 
manufacture in the United States during the 
vear ending June 30, 1916), more than 32, 
000,000 bushels of corn; 3,000,000 bushels of 
rye; 4,000,000 bushels of malt;

UNCLE SAM IS ANXIOUS TO SAVE 
BANNER SWEET POTATO YIELD 


“A little effort intelligently directed by 
the business men’s associations of southern 
citles and towns during the next few weeks 
would save to the nation approximately thir- 
ty million bushels of good food in the form 
of sweet potatoes.” *. 

This statement was made by Carl Vroo- 


man, assistant secretary of agriculture, while 
discussing the lack of up-to-date storage 
houses for sweet potatoes. Mr. Vrooman 
very emphatically. declares, also, that it 
is the patriotic duty of merchants, bankers, 
and farmers’ associations in southern com- 
munities, as well as good business, to see 
that sweet potato storage houses are pro- 
vided at trade centers. 

The sweet potato crop this year will be the 
largest in the history of the country. The 
latest crop estimate indicates a yield of 
88,000,000 bushels, as against 71,000,000 bush- 
els last year, and 76,000,000 in 1915, the 
largest previous crop. That means a sur- 
plus of approximately 15,000,000 above ordi- 
nary ante-war demands; a surplus, however, 
that will be very much needed to take the 
Place of other foods that will be absorbed by 
war demands. 


South Lacks Storage Facilities. 

Of the total sweet potato crop 
United States, about 90 per cent is grown 
south of Maryland. Not over 10 per cent 
of the southern yield is provided with suit- 
able storage facilities. The ordinary pro- 
cedure has been to bank the sweet potatoes 
in the ground or to cover them with straw 
in outhouses, and the loss has ranged from 
30 to 40 per cent, according to the severity 
of the winter. And the 60 or 70 per cent 
not a total loss is always more or less in- 
jured. Under war conditions, Mr. Vrooman 
Says, such a loss should not be tolerated. 

The bureau of horticulture of the depart- 
ment of agriculture is conducting a campaign 
now for the building of sweet potato 
age houses, having about fifteen 
work. Their efforts are directed largely 
toward the building of storage houses on 
farms, but every one of these workers real- 
izes that the community storage house is the 
better proposition. 

In the first place, a man can placed 
in charge who understands the keeping of 
sweet potatoes, a thing that is not understood 
by the average farmer who grows them. . In 
the second place, the marketing of sweet po- 
tatoes from a central storage house is much 
more certain and satisfactory than from 


in the

small houses scattered through the country. 
For instance, there is a demand for a car 
load of sweet potatoes from a certain ship- 
ping point on a certain day. The day comes, 
cold and rainy. The farmer who has his 
sweet potatoes stored on the farm does not 
dare open his house and haul the potatoes 
five, ten or fifteen miles through the cold. 
The opportunity to sell to advantage is lost, 
when, if the potatoes had been stored at a 
central point, it could have been utilized. 
Merchants Show Interest. 

Considerable interest in this problem has 
already been manifested by merchants’ a880- 
cilatfons in certain sweet potato-growing sec- 
tions. A number of new community stor- 
age houses are in process of erection, and 
many old buildings are undergoing remod- 
eling for sweet potato storage purposes. But 
these are isolated instances. The necessity 
for work of this kind has not yet been gen- 
erally recognized. It offers one of the most 
fruitful opportunities for patriotic service 
before the business associations of practical- 
ly all southern communities. 

Next to storage houses, Mr. Vrooman de- 
clares that an educational campaign in the 
proper grading, packing and transportation of 
sweet potatoes is,another prime necessity. 
The department of agriculture is ready to 
render every possible aid in that campaign. 
Most of the fifteen men now engaged in ator- 
age house work for the bureau of horticul- 
ture will be available. The bureau of mar- 
kets may be counted upon for co-operation, 
county agents will assist and all of the 
branches of the department will help wher- 
ever possible. 

The necessity for a better system of pack- 
ing comes from the fact that the sweet po- 
tato is one of the most fragile of tubers, 
Anything that will injure an orange will ine 
jure a sweet potato. The slightest bruise 
or the silightest chill is fatal. Yet in the 
past sweet potatoes frequently have been 
hauled for long distances over rough roads 
in bags piled carelessly in wagons, and the 
percentage of waste has been enormous. 

In order that the country may get the full 
benefit of the great sweet potato crop, Mr. 
Vrooman declares, two things are necessary 

‘first, the prompt establishment of adequate 
storage houses, so that the sweet potatoes 
will certainly not be allowed to rot; sec- 
ond, education in the proper method of pack- 
ing and proper transportation facilities with 
warm storage so that the sweet potatoes will 
reach their destination in good condition.

NUTRITION AND STIMULATION, 


“I was much impressed,” writes a keen 
business, man, “by your statement in the 
Paper that food taken into the stomach first 
acts as a stimulant and that the real food 
effect is not felt for perhaps three or four 
days. This opens up to my mind the ques- 
tion: What is stimulation, and how does 
food stimulate in advance of digestion ex- 
cept such digestion as is completed by the 
saliva in the mouth?” 

The correspondent attributes to us a 
much more sweeping statement than we 
actually made. We simply stated that the 
Sense of well being or strength felt imme- 
diately after eating meat is due to stimula- 
tion by the extractives of meat, not to the 
nutriment to be derived from the meat, for 
it takes a few hours for the nutriment to 
be assimilated and utilized by the body for 
the production of energy. As far as other 
foods are concerned, we cannot say that any 
appreciable stimulation is produced. The 
Stimulation produced by meat extractives is 
the principle upon which is based the use of 


meat broths in the sickroom and meat soups 
on the ordinary menu. Not only appetite, 


but the nervous system and circulation are 
Stimulated by meat extractives. 

Someone of an inquisitive nature took 
two dogs of equal weight and _ condition, 
Starved one and allowed the other nothing 
but occasional small quantities of clear 
meat broth. The dog that received the meat 
broth succumbed first, because his energies 
were earlier exhausted by stimulation. That 
experiment teaches two important lessons. 


First, that meat extractives stimulate; and 
second, that stimulaion may easily exhaust 
@ limited reserve of energy and thus do 
more harm than good in the long run. 

Now if there is one sound principle in 
therapeutics it is that circulatory or nerve 
Stimulants are life saving drugs when scien- 
tifically and inteiligently employed. There 
are many emergencies in which a powerful 
stimulant may tide over a crisis and enable 
the victim to weather the storm. Not only 
accidents and injuries, but various illnesses 
bring such crises, and -the physician with 
his appropriately selected and administered 
Stimulant snatches back life on the very 
brink. But suppose th: circulatory or nerv- 
ous depression or exhaustion is ae mild 
chronic or long-drawn-out condition. Then 
arises a very fine question of policy whether 
it will be wise to employ. stimulation, 
whether the hill is going to be long and hard 
enough to utterly wind the horse before 
the summit is attained.

FOR SHIPBUILDERS 


BPrunswick, Ga., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Brunswick business men have 
at last realized that the serious situa- 
tion of providing homes for the many 
newcomers must be met, and initial 
steps will be taken this week to form 
a company to build a large number of 
homes in different sections of the city. 
The board of trade is behind the move- 
ment and a special committee repre- 
senting that organization has been ap- 
pointed to solicit stock and make other 
arrangements for the formation of the 
company. 

There has not been a vacant house 
in Brunswick for weeks. Occasionally, 
of course, some houses will be vacated, 
but whenever this occurs there are al- 
ways a dozen or two applicants for it 
the minute it become known that it is 
to be vacated. It is pointed out that 
hundreds;of new people who have been 
brbught here by the several shipbuild- 
infg plants are without a place to live. 
Mén working at the different plants 
4 all anxious to bring their families 
here to live, but, although some of 
them have had in applications with 
local real estate dealers for weeks, they 
are still without houses. There are 
now in course of construction not over 
a dozen houses, and every one of them 
has already been rented. 

The United States Maritime corpora- 
tion, which is erecting a mammoth 
shipbuilding plant, just outside the 
city limits, is going to solve its own 
question of houses for its employees. 
The company has awarded a contract 
for two hundred houses, and work on 
them will begin at once. It is the in- 
tention of the company to have all of 
these houses completed by the time 
the big plant is in operation. 

The Oscar Daniels company, which 
is to erect a shipbuilding plant at the 
A., B. & A. terminals, has a similar 
plan on foot, but it is up to the peo-

Now he sees a chance to get some 
real money, to square his old 
Obligations, and beyond doubt that 
has spurred him. It may make 
him a great ball player. 

He is not showy, but has de- 
veloped into a steady, reliable fel- 
low, a good mark at which. to 
throw, and he has steadied the 
infield (which was none too re- 
liable) and has saved young Ris- 
berg a lot of errors by his in- 
fluence. Gandil doesn’t look ag- 
gressive, but he plays hard ball, 
plays to win, and is much im- 
proved. 

His natural hitting gait is close 
to .275. He makes as many extra 
base hits, almost, as does his 
rival. He is the inferior of Holke 
in speed, although neither can be 
rated fast. Holke can  out-bunt 
him, can wait a trifle better and 
hits at fewer bad balls. Do not, 
however, conclude that Holke is 
necessarily a better waiter in a 
series such as this. . 

The difference between them 
may be due to the systems of base- 
ball ordered by their managers. 
The White Sox have not been 
waiting and have not been bunting.

Gandil’s chief asset is his cool- 
ness and steadiness in the tight 
places.

Holke, Great Discovery. 


Holke was heralded last season 
as the find of. a decade. He 
rounded out McGraw’s' machine 
exactly as Gandil did Rowland’s. 
He came from a minor league in 
the last third of the season last 
year and played as if he had been 
a major leaguer ali his life. 
hit terrifically and was rateda. 
hitter. Study the dope and y 
will see two reasons for his high 
average last season: First, he was 
new and the pitchers were experi- 
menting with him to discover his 
‘weakest point. Second, he joined 
the team at the start of its mar- 
velous record-breaking spurt, 
when everyone was going well and 
hitting hard.

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REDUCE USE OF SUGAR, 
URGES HERBERT HOOVER 


Americans Must Economize on 
Sweets in Order to Leave 
Share for French. 


Washington, September 23.—Food 
Administrator Hoover appealed to the 
American people tonight to reduce 
their consumption of sweets to leave 
a share for their French allies, who 
are facing the prospect of two months 
entirely without sugar. 

“We have received a request from 
the French government,” Mr. Hoover 
said, “that we allow them to export 
from the United tates 100,000 tons 
of sugar during e next month, and 
probably more at a later period. 

“Our own situation is that we have 
just sufficient sugar to maintain our 
normal consumption until the first of 
January, when the new West Indian 
crop becomes available'to all. 

“Our consumption is at the rate of 
$0 pounds per person, per year—a lit- 
tle under four ounces per day per 
person. 

“The French people are on a ration 
of sftigar equal to only 2t pounds per 
annum per person—a little more than 
the weight of a silver dollar each 
day. 3 ; 

“The Iinglish and Italian ration are 
also not over one ounce a day. 

“The French people will be entirely 
without sugar for over two months 
if we refuse to part with enough from 
our stocks to keep them supplied with 
even this small allowance, as it 18 
not available from any other quarter. 

“Sugar even to a greater amount 
than the 
cessity. If our people will reduce by 
one-third their purchases and consump- 
tion of candy and of sugar for other 
uses than preserving fruit, which we 
do not wish to interfere with, we can 
Save the French situation.”

BRADSTREET FINDS TRADE IN 
STAPLES INCREASED. 


While cross currents born of uncer- 
tainties regarding the effects of gov- 
ernmental price-fixing, economizing 
by consumers and widespread labor 
troubles, run through the general situ- 
ation, the broad swing of trade is in 
the direction of further expansion. 
House trade in the standard staples has 
increased, distribution by retail dealers 


is better, buying of holiday goods ts al- 
ready noted, news respecting the re- 
maining unharvested crops is favorable, 
money is in active demand, collections 
range from fair to good, and industry 
is brisk, being only hampered by insuf- 
ficient supplies of labor and limited de- 
liveries of raw materials. 

On the other hand, the labor situa- 
tion is disconcerting, strikes are numer- 
ous, especially on the Pacific coast; the 
draft has made further inroads on the 
supply of help, and wages keep on ris- 
ing. 

It is, however, patent that supplies of 
raw materials are by no means abund- 
ant, and, moreover, the government's 
decrees regarding fixed prices have not 
produced lower quotations for the ordi- 
nary consumer, Indeed, the fixing of 
$2 a ton on bituminous coal seems to 
have caused deliveries to contract to 
the serious detriment of the steel in- 
dustry, the situation being of such a 
character as to provoke demands that 
the government must supply coal to 
some producers of steel. 

Currency shipments are more liberal. 
and numerous cities speak of record 
bank deposits flowing from hixh prices 
for farm products. A more cheerful

The gain in business with the ad- 
vancing season is not yet general or 
uniform, and rather less of it is seen 
in the east than at other 
where none at all appears, or where 
there is some netent recession, it is 
plainly due more to uncertainty than 
to lack of confidence in the future.

Premier Openly Accused of 
Having Conspired With 
General in Recent Revolt. 
Explanation Demanded of 
Kerensky. 


Petrograd, September 23.—The Kor- 
niloff mystery arising out of the re- 
cent revolt, has developed dimensions 
which threaten the existence of the cab- 
inet, particularly the position of Pre- 
mier Kerensky. The newspapers repre- 
senting the left and the right parties 
demand an explanation from the gov- 
ernment, while the Dosheviki organs 
openly accuse the premier, in the 
words of The Nabotchi Poot, of being in 
a conspiracy with Korniloff “to crush 
the Petrograd proletariat and the work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates with the 
help of cavalry corps sent against Pet- 
rograd.” 

The newspaper asks why, if the pub- 
lished documents are forged, no denial 
has been issued. 

Maxim Gorky’s paper, Novaia Zhizn, 
which being unfriendly toward Keren- 
eky, must be taken with reserve, 
clares that the affair is causing a sen- 
sation in the ranks of the government, 
and that M. Tereschtenko, the foreign 
minister, yesterday conversed by tele- 
phone with M. Kerensky about this 
matter, whereupon Kerensky  post- 
poned his return to Petrograd. The 
newspaper adds that the members of 
the government had decided that M. 


de- 


Kerensky ought to make a statement on 
the subject. 
Explanation Demanded. 


A more serious indication of trouble is 
that the Dolsheviki group in the bureau 
of the central workmen’s and soldiers’ 
delegates has carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority a resolution demanding an 
explanation. The resolution refers to 


“revelations concerning the actions of, 


members and agents of the provisional 
government in connection with the 
preparation in General Korniloff’s head- 
quarters of a conspiracy against the 
revolution,” and continued: ‘“‘The plan 
was to announce an individual or col- 
lective dictatorship, at the same time 
declaring Petrograd under martial law, 
then mercilessly to break up the Petro- 
grad revolutionary and working class 
organizations under the pretext of 
crushing an imaginary Dolsheviki plot.” 

The signatories of the resolution de- 
mand that the members of the work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates who were 
then cabinet ministers, Skobeleff 
(labor), Avskentieff (interior), and 
Tchernoff (agriculture), make a state- 
ment of all the facts known to them. 

Petrograd newspapers publish col- 
umns of revelations and interviews with 
the chief actors in the revolt, and, while 
much is inexplicable, it is agreed that 
negotiations between Premier Kerensky 
and General Korniloff for the estab- 
lishment of a strong government at 
Petrograd preceded the rebellion. The 
march of General Korniloff’s troops on 
the capital is said to have been part 
of a scheme. 

The Russkia Volya says the revela- 
tions have made an overwhelming im- 
pression on the members of the gov- 
ernment who were not initiated into 
the plan and that these ministers are 
awaiting Premier Kerensky’s explana- 
tion. 

Sent to Korniloff by Kerensky. 

General Savinkoff, ex-director of the 


war department and later commander of 
the Petrograd troops, sent against 
General Korniloff, declares that he 
was despatched to General Korniloff by 
Premier Kerensky, who had resolved 
to proclaim martial law, with a mis- 
sion to ask the Russian commander- 
in-chief to send to Petrograd a cavalry 
corps and the “savage” division under 
command of a general other than Gen- 
eral Krymoff, who was in bad political 
repute. General Korniloff broke the 
agreement by sending both Krymoff 
and the “savage” division toward the 
capital.

The Novoe Vremya publishes a simi- 
lar story and adds that when Premier 
Kerensky, having received the ulti- 
matum, telegraphed to General Kornil- 
off: “Do you insist?” Korniloff, think- 
ing the question referred to the second 
alternative, answered: “Yes, I insist.” 
Thereupon Kerensky, imagining that 
Korniloff had demanded a dictator- 
ship under the threat of civil war, 
broke off the negotlations. 

The former supreme army commis- 
sary at headquaters, General Filopenko, 
however, declares that General Kornil- 
off’s revolt was known months in ad- 
vance and that the demonstrations in 
his favor at the Moscow congress were 
no accident. General Filopenko, when 
arrested by Korniloff, threatened to 
— suicide but Korniloff reassured

The correspondent of the Izvestrya 
reports that General Korniloff’s “strik- 
ing battalion” still is défiant. 


800 Strikers Return. 


Wilkes Barre, Pa., September 23.— 
More than 800 employees in the ma- 
chine and car repair shops and round- 
houses of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey at Ashley, near here, today end- 
ed the strike that has been in force 
for the past week. The strikers ac- 
cepted the offer to return to work for 
thirty days pending an adjustment of 
their grievances that certain employees 
had been discharged without cause.

$4,000,000 FUN FUND 
FOR THE FIGHTING MEN 


Campaign to Raise Money to 
Furnish Recreation for 
Army and Navy. 


By P. H. McGowan. 

Washington, September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Recognizing that the Ameri- 
can soldier must play as well as work, 
and that the best soldier is the one 
who devotes his recreation period to 
the best purpose, both President Wil- 
son and Secretary Baker are planning 
a campaign of nation-wide scope to 
raise three dollars for each soldier 
and sailor who wears the American 
uniform. With this fund, which is 
expected to assume large proportions, 
both entertainment and _ hospitality 
will be provided for the men in the 
citles and towns near military camps. 
The campaign will be directed by the 
war camp community recreation fund 
committee, composed of the most prom- 
inent men in various parts of the 


country, whose names will be = an- 
nounced later on. 

This fund, it is believed, will amount 
to something like $4,000,000, and will 
be expended under the supervision of 
the war and navy department commlis- 
sions on training camp activities, of 
which Raymond B. Fosdick is chair- 
man; but the actual work in the sev- 
eral communities adjacent to the 
training camps has been delegated to 
the Playground and Recreation Asso- 
ciation of America, which has demon- 
strated the value of this service in 
the neighborhood of camps already es- 
tablished. 

Tnose who have studied this sub- 
ject closely belleve that the spirit with 
which our soldiers leave America, and 
their efficiency on the battle fronts 
of Europe will be vitally affected by 
the character of the environment sur- 
rounding our military training camps,

GREAT STRIKE FEARED 
IN THE STEEL DISTRICT 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 23.—The 
Statement in an interview here today 
by andrew McNamara, a national or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor, that the strike under way in 
the Eliza furnace department of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel company here 
is a “bona fide trade movement of the 
American Federation of Labor” has 
caused great alarm, it is said, among 
other steel companies in the Pittsburg 
district who have hitherto considered 
it a purely local disturbance. 

According to an official of one 
these companies, they have been 
ing for industrial peace during the war 
upon the assurances publicly given the 
administration by the heads of the fed- 
eration that no attempts would be made 
to organize non-union works until after 
the war. 

McNamara, who {ts affiliated with the 
machinists’ union and a member of a 
labor committee of the national coun- 
cil of defense, in his interview denies 
that any treasonable or unpatriotic 
the strike which 
has made idle nearly 7,000 men, thereby 
tying up large quantities of emerg- 
ency steel for government use. The 
steel industry has been open shop for 
more than a generation, despite many 
attempts to organize it. 

Charles Hendheim, of the federal de- 
partment of labor, arrived late today 
and will attempt to effect a settle- 
ment of the strike. The strikers ata 
meeting today sent telegrams to Presi- 
dent Wilson, Secretary of War Baker 
and Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, pledg- 
ing their loyalty and patriotic support 
in the conduct of the war.

CONGRESS 1S RACING 


TOWARD ADJOURNMENT 


Members Hope to End Session 
Between October 5 
and 12. 


Washington, September 23.—Congress 
begins tomorrow what members hope 
is their home-stretch in a race toward 
adjournment. Results of the week 
probably will determine whether the 
special war session can end, as is the 
general aim and understanding, be- 
tween October 5 and 

Both houses are having difficulty in 
keeping a quorum for the final clean- 
up, despite the congestion of impor- 
tant legislation. 

Money bills are the center of inter- 
est. During the last week congress 
sent the $11,538,000,000 bond bill to the 
president. Tomorrow conferees hope to 
finally agree on the two-and-a-half- 
billion-dollar war tax bill, and the sen- 
ate appropriations committee meets to 
approve increasing the seven-billion- 
dollar war deficiency appropriation 
measure between $300,000,000 and 
$500,000,000. Prompt enactment of the 
latter is expected, but disagreement on 
the tax bill, all leaders agree, would 
disrupt all adjournment plans. 


Stirred by German Plots. 

Stirred into a storm of resentment 
over disclosure of German attempts to 
influence congress, members of both 
senate and house are considering 
whether an investigation shall be or- 
ered. Sentiment for an inquiry is 
stronger in the house than the senate 
but leaders on both sides generally 
regard one as unnecessary. Spirited 
discussion is promised, however. 

The conferénce report on the ad- 
ministration trading with the enemy 
bill, containing a new provision in- 
serted by the conferees for censorship 
of all foreing communications, which 
neither house has considered before, 
will be taken up in the senate tomor- 
row. It may be the vehicle for dis- 
cussion of German intrigue. 

Woman suffrage will give the house 
a stir tomorrow, when a report recom- 
mending creation of a special suffrage 
committee is presented by the rules 
committee. Approval of the report is 
expected and interest is centered on 
whom Speaker Clark will select to head 
the committee. Miss Rankin, Montana 
representative, and Representative 
Raker, of California, are the leading 
probabilities. 

Commission to Allied Nations. 

Both houses are expected to decide 
this week whether an official commis- 
sion shall be sent to visit the allied 
nations. Joint committee meetings will 
be held, with sentiment strongly in 
favor of dispatching a commission. 
The obstacle is the opposition of the 
administration. 

The administration's 
sailors’ insurance bill will be taken up 
tomorrow by a senate finance sub- 
committee, which plans to make minor 
amendments and report it to the sen- 
ate Wednesday. The new administra- 
tion measure for protection of soldiers’ 
and sailors’ civil rights will be given 
another hearing tomorrow by a sen- 
ate judiciary sub-committee. Leaders 
have definitely added the latter to the 
legislative program for disposal 
fore adjournment. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee will resume hearings to- 
morrow on the Pomerene bill to fix 
steel and iron prices, with several prom- 
inent steel magnates on the list. 

A special meeting of the senate mili- 
tary affairs committee will be held 
Wednesday to consider confirmation as 
a brigadier general of Colonel Carl 
Reichmann, whose alleged pro-German 
utterances have been the subject of 
an investigation.
